Ebrlichman Wins 
Reduction of His 
Second Sentence 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP). 
The second prison sentence of 
former White House aide John 
Ehrlichman was reduced today, 
making him eligible for parole 
after Oct. 28. 

DS. District Judge Gerhard 
Gesell reduced Ehrlichman’s sen- 
tence in the White House plumb- 
ers’ case to 42 months from 23 
months to five years and said: 
“The court specifies that the pris- 

yer may be released on parole 

such time as the Parole Com- 
4ssion determines.” 

dudge Gesell’s action followed 
by 10 days 8 cut of Ehrlichman's 
sentence in the Watergate cover- 
up case, U.S. District Judge John 
Sirica on Oct. 4 reduced Ehriich- 
man's conspiracy and perjury 
sentence in that case to a mini- 
mum of one year. 

Ehrlichmsn, now 52, entered 
prison last Oct. 28, and he will 
have satisfied the cover-up sen- 
tence on the first anniversary of 
Ms imprisonment.

Jews Cite Soviet Bid to Erase Cultur”™

MOSCOW, Oct. 1: (NYT).— 
More than 100 Jewish activists 
from nine cities issued a detailed 
set of charges today stating that 
Soviet authorities, in continual 
defiance of the Helsinki srcords 
and other international pacts, 
were attempting to stamp out 
Jewish culture and to minimize 
emigration to Israel. 

The indictment, more extensive 
than anything put out by dissi- 
dents in ‘months, was contained 
jn ἃ Jengthy open letter to the 
35 governments participating in 
the Belgrade conference follow- 
Ing the 1975 Helsinki accords. 
Among the provisions of the 
Helsinki accords is the pledge to 
facilitate family reunification 
across borders and improve the 
exchange of information, people 
and ideas from country to coun- 


Books Unavailable 

At the end of 1915, according 
to the dissidents’ 2.500-word let- 
ter, a group of Soviet Jews, citing 
the Helsinki accords, asked for- 
elen Jewish organizations to 
“gend or bring books on Jewish 
history, Judaism and Jewish 
classical iteraiace in ie 
Russian and English.” These 
largely unavailable in the Soviet 
Tnion. 

"It was precisely after Helsin- 
isi.” the letter declared, “that 
attempts to conduct exchanges 
aroused fierce counteraction. 
Most books, records end albums 
never reached their addresses. 
The customs suthorities confis- 
cated perfectly unpolitical Jewish 
national materials, educational 
items and lapel pins from hun-~ 
dreds of tourists.” 

‘The document charged that the 
Hebrew language was “virtually 
banned” in the Soviet Union. 
‘There are no schools that teach 
in Hebrew, the dissidents sald. 
and “even the private teaching 
ΩΣ Hebrew. unlike any other 
language in the world, is offi- 
Gially forbidden.” They eclted the 
ease of Tosif Begun. a Jewish 
dissident who was sentenced last 
June to two years of Siberian 
exile for “parasitism.” thet is, 
not having a job, altbough he 
had taught Hebrew privately and 
had tried. in vain, to register 
with the authorities as a Hebrew 
teacher. 

Right to Remember 

“attempts are made to deprive 
Jews not only of the right to re- 
member their history, but even 
the recent past, the yesterday of 
history,” the document continued. 
“No museum or memorial offers 
any material about the biggest 
tragedy of World War I: The 
extermination of 6 million out of 
the total 12 million peaceful Jew- 
ish population of Europe and the 
Soviet Unton.

Vance Denies Report Carter 
Was ‘Brutal’ in Dayan Talks

‘WASHINGTON, Oct, 14 (WP). 
—~Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
yesterday disagreed that President 
Carter was “at times brutal” with 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan in pressing for terms to 
reconvene 8 Geneva conference 
on the Middle Hast.

After 2 1/2 hours of testimony 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Mr. Vance sought 
to minimize reports of a grim 
encounter between the President 
and Mr. Dayan in New York on 
the night of Oct. 4, 

“I wouldn't say it was ‘extreme- 
ly rough." Mr. Vance said in 
response to a questioner who used 
that terminology. “I thought we 
were able to communicate with 
each other very well,” he said, 

Deep Friends’

Mr. Vance reiterated, adding: “We 
are committed to the security of 
Israel and I’m sure we can over- 
come any differences we may 
hare.” 

Mr, Vance also reacted mildly 
to Mr. Dayan’s disclosure yester- 
day of the U.S.Israeli “working 
paper" for launching new talks in 
Geneva, He made the revelation

Study Sees Shift 
To 3d World for 
U.S. Arms Sales 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4 (AP}.— 
There bas been a sharp increase 
in U.S. arms sales to foreign 
governments within the iast 
several years and a major shift 
toward sales to Third World 
countries, a report released yes- 
terday Said. 

The report, by the Council] on 
Economic Priorities, a nonprofit 
research foundation, also said 
sales of weapons and military 
equipment to foreign govern- 
ments has become an increasingly 
important source of income to 
U.S. arms manufacturers. 

“For the first time since World 
War ΤΠ the U.S. is selling sub- 
stantis} quantities of weapons 
and training to countries which 
in the past were neither highly 
industrialized nor the traditional 
U.S. post-World War ΤΙ allies,” 
the report said, 

From 1974 to last year, the 
study said, orders from Iran, 
Saudi Arabia and Israel account- 
ed for 65 per cent of the $29.4 
billion worth of contracts ap- 
proved for the U.S. government's 
foreign military sales program. 
Tran was the largest purchaser, 
ordering 38.8 billion in weapons, 
followed by Saudi Arabia, at $5.8 
billion, and Israel, $43 billion. 

The study notes that con- 
troversy over U.S. arms sales 
abroad led Congress to assume 
more direct power in 1975 and 
last year over such contracts 
approved by the Department of 
Defense. It says President Car- 
ter’a policy statement last May 
on limiting internetional arms 
sales may further act a8 2 curh, 
but it may depend on how 
strictly the guidelines are inter- 
preted.

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Carter’s Commitment on Energy 


We've never been much taken with thet 
business about the nation’s neetiing to engage 
in the “moral equivalent of war” to. over- 
come 5 energy ills. Equivalence tables 
should be left to the chemists and war 
imagery to the generals. Moral and meta- 
phorteal combat, as in the “wars” on poverty 
and crime, tend only td confuse and misstate 
domestic policy chalces. So we were not 
especially pleased ‘ta hear the President: 
revive his moral-equivalence talk at the press 
conference Thursday (adding the new pros- 
pect of “war profiteering”): and we also 
believe that he ia on the wrong side of the 
question of deregulation of natural-gas prices 
one of the issues on which he seems to be 
losimg. in the Senate. But never mind: We say 
all this by way of stressing that even though 
we have reservations about some aspécts of 
Mr. Carter's energy program, we think the 
President took some very important and 


' pratseworthy stens toward saving the central 


structure of that program. And that struc- 
ture 15 very much worth saving. 


* * * 

Whether anything short of divine inter- 
vention can save it at this late date 18. af 
course, problematic. Mr. Carter's energy 
program is an the critical lst in the Senate, 
where only the (relatively minor) provision 
granting a tax break to people who insulate 
their homes 15 even showing vital life signs. 
At this press conference, it seemed to us that . 
Mr. Carter, while demonstrating the neces- 
sary firmness and determination to get his 
program through. also wisely refrained from 
making the kind of attack on the Senate 
that could only worsen his prospects there.

major suppliers that needs to be exposed for 
what jt is. The President was careful to 
give any such flusion the Kick in the head It 
deserves, emphasizing repeatedly that the

U.S. public needs to recognize that the 
energy predicament in which the nation has

Tt Is safe to say that unless Mr. Carter 
takes the lead in hammering this message 
home to the public, the message is simply not 
going to get through.

THE RANDOM HOUSE. ENCYCLOPEDIA 


Edited by James Mitchell and Jess Stein. Random House. 
Mustrated. 2,856 pp. $69.95.

‘AY that after all these 
years you don't quite under- 
stand what the Doppler effect is 
and why it matters. If you were 
to look it up in the 9-volume 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, you 
would find a brief definition 
along with references to two 
dozen articles in 13 other yol- 
umes. From all this you could 
construct for yourself a fairiy 
complete picture of what is 
implied by Christian Johann 
Doppler’s theory of wave-fre- 
quency observation, provided, of 
course, you had the time and 
energy to scramble through the 
various volumes, not to mention 
the money and space to own 
them. If you were to look up 
Doppler effect in the one-volume 
New Columbia Encyclopedia, you 
find a slightly longer definition, 
but that of course would be all, 
Now. if you were to consult 
Doppler effect in the newly 
published single-volume Random 
House Encyclopedia, you would 
turn to the alphabetized entries, 
or Alphapedia, that occupies the 
final third of the book. There 
you would find the briefest defi- 
nition of all But get this: At 
the end of the entry you would 
tind 4 little deita sign followed 
by ἃ page number, which would 
refer you to an entry in the so- 
called Colorpedia that composes 
the first two thirds of the volume: 
‘Turning to the cited entry, you 
would find a two-page text-and- 
picture spread wn “The Expand- 
ing Universe.” which begins by 
explaining how the Doppler effect. 
has been employed to determine 
that the universe is expanding, 
and then goes on to speculate 
about the past and future of the 
universe, ‘ 
And if, like me, you had a day 
er so to spend with The Random 
House Encyclopedia you might 
read on from “The Expanding 
Universe" through “Mapping 
Constellations,” a series of “Star 


the moon”; or you might browse 
backward through “Radio gal- 
axles and quasars,” “Types of gal- 
axies” and so on all the way 
back to the initial entry, “The 
restless sky." which provides an 
introduction to astronomy. 

In fact, if you were like me, 
you would be tempted to read 
through this entire section called 
“The Universe.” with its intro- 
ductory essay by Sir Bernard 
Lovell. and then on through the 
Succeeding sections that make up 
the Colorpedia: “The Earth.” 
“Life on Barth,” “Man.” “History 
and Culture,” “Man and Science” 
and “Man and Machines.” You 
Would become drunk with the 
sensation that here. «spread out 
before your eyes in sppeuling 
color displays and succinct text, 
lay at least ἃ superficial ac- 
quaintance with all human 
Rnowledee. You would under- 
stand Einstein's theory of relativ- 
ily as you had oever quite grasp 


ed it before. The history of 
philosophy would be yours in a 
single two-page spread. You 
would finally catch on to how 
the carpet sweeper works, All 
because you looked up “Doppler 
effect.” , 
Am I kidding? No, Dm actually 
nat, It seems to me that this new 
concept of organization actually 
works to justify the publisher's 
tlaim that it is “knowledge .., 


᾿ presented in the way the mind 


naturally receives it—Iideas, facts, 
concepts and visual images lnk- 
ed and assoclated so that they 
remain in the memory.” I don’t 
mind that the knowledge present- 
ed is more satisfying in its 
breadth than it is in ffs depth 
What can one expect from 2 one 
volume encyclopedia? After all, 
the years end dollars and orga- 
nizational efforts that went into 
this project seem to have been 
worthwhile, 

Of course it need scarcely be 
pointed out that the illustrated 
spreads wark better for some 
subjects, particularly those that 
fall under the heading of science 
and technology, than they do for 
Others, It helps immeasurably 
to an understanding of heredity 
to have before one a schematic 
aiagram of a cbromosome, 
whereas to be shown a photo- 
graph of Arthur Miller with 

Monroe does not seem 
quite as essential to understand- 
ing American writing in the 20th 
century. But then who will argue 
with the rationale of the project, 
which is that with the advent of 
television ovr civilization has 
become predominantly visual. If 
it takes pictures ta get people 
interested tn words and theories, 
then by all means give us 


in black and white. In addition 
to the Colorpedia and Alpbapedia 
wawful words, but at 
least the editors apologize for 
them), the volume includes an 
atlas, ἃ guide to the flags of the 
world and a time chart in which 
you can learn, among other 
things, that in the years trom 
1817 to 1829 the British founded 
Singapore, Schopenhauer wrote 
“The World as Will and Idea," 
Hans Oersted discovered electro- 
magnetism and Ludwig Spohr 
introduced the conductor's baton. 
The encyclopedia is 2,856 pages 
long, measures 3 1/2 inches thick 
by 11 inches by 8 1.2 inches, and 
weighs about 12 pounds. It is not 
thumb-Indexed, though I expect 
something will be done about 
that as soon as the undertaking 
begins to demonstrate its success, 

1, for one, expect to be thumb- 
ing tt a lot in the future.
